4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
building of the new road at Ball Point, an extension of the Cressey’s 
road Blodgetts Landing, as laid out Oct. 10, 1912, by the Selectmen. 

5. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise money to repair the road 
and railing on the hill, on the road between the M’ts. just above Al- 
bert W. Cheneys. 

6. To see if the town will vote to exempt the building known as 

the Kings Daugliter’s hall at Newbury, as per petition of V. C. 
Brockway and others. 
7. To see if the town will vote to raise a separate sum of money 
to be expended at Blodgetts Landing from Cressey’s road by the 
Hotel through the grove, up to Curtis property, for the accommo- 
dation of the Cottage owners. Said money to be raised separate 
from the Highway appropriation for the town Highways. 

8 Toseeif the town will vote a seperate appropriation for 
bridges and culerts.
